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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Prior office actions for related applications are incorporated in this office action by reference. 

• Claims 11, 13, 14, 17 and 18 are amended. 

• Claimsl -1 0, 1 2, and 15-16 are canceled. 

• Claims 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4, 1 7 and 1 8 are allowed. 

Examiner's Amendment 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

3. Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in an interview with attorney Jay P. Beale 
conducted in person on June 27, 2007. 

4. The examiner under agreement by the attorney representing the applicant has amended 
independent claim 1 7 and claims 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4 and 1 8. Also canceling claims 1 5 and 1 6. 

The claims in the application has been amended as follow: 

1-10. (Cancelled). 

1 1 . (Withdrawn— Currently Amended) The system of claim 17 [[7]], wherein the cyber payment 
means is a cyber note, and 

wherein the cyber note is related to the current account of the corresponding user and marked with 
at least a unique note number and a due date. 

12. (Cancelled). 

13. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17 [[7]], wherein the cyber payment means is a 
cyber check and the amount of money is within a withdrawal limit of the current account of the 
corresponding user. 

14. (Withdrawn— Currently Amended) The system of claim J7 [[7]], wherein the cyber payment 
means is a cyber payment certificate, the cyber payment certificate is marked with at least a unique 
certificate number and a due date, and wherein the cyber payment certificate can be divided and 
transferred from the first user to the second user. 

15-16. (Cancelled). 

1 7. (Currently Amended) A svstem for issuing a cvber pavment means for paving in cvber space 
marked with business identification information and processing transactions with the cyber payment 
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means on a computer network, the system comprising: 

a server computer configured to provide services to issue a cyber payment means and processino 
transactions with the cyber payment means on the computer network: and 

a database managed by the server computer. 

wherein the server computer is configured to: 

receive member information including business identification Information 
and a number of a current account from a user and stores the information bv 
user in the database. 

issue the cyber payment means at the reouest of a user accessing the 
server computer, the cyber payment means being marked with at least a unioue 
number of the cyber payment means, a business identifier of the corresponding 
user, and an amount of money. 

store the issued cyber payment means by user in the database: and 

move the cvber payment means from a first user to a second user inside of 
the database when the first user, who has the issued cyber payment means. 
performs payment to the second user using the cvber payment means when the 
first user is connected to the server 

wherein the system is configured so that moving the cvber payment means from the first user to the 
second user inside of the database when the first user, who has the issued cvber payment means, 
performs payment to the second user includes one or more of the following: 

(1 ) receiving a reguest from the first user that a cvber check is divided into a 
plurality of cvber checks and paid: and 

(2) receiving a reguest from the first user that a plurality of cvber checks are 
combined into one cvber check and paid. 

wherein 11) includes: 

(1 1 ) receiving input of a cvber check to be divided from the first user: 

(12) receiving input of a business identifier of a second user to be paid with 
a cvber check resulting from the division of the cvber check input in (1 1 ). and an 
amount of money of the cyber check resulting from the division: 

(13) issuing a cyber check resulting from the division of the cyber check 
input in (1 1) with a newly assigned check number corresponding to the business 
identifier and divided money input In (12): and 

(14) receiving a reguest from the first user for payment to be performed 
using the divided cyber check issued in (13). and 

Th e system of c l a i m 16, wherein, in (13), the check number of the cyber check resulting from the 
division of the cyber check input in (1 1 ) is assigned corresponding to the check number of the cyber 
check input in (1 1) before division , and 

wherein (2) includes: 

assigning to the combined cvber check a newly assigned check 
number corresponding to a check number of one of the pluralitv of cvber 
checks before combination . 

18. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 17 [[1 5]], wherein (2) comprises: 

(21) receiving input of cyber checks to be combined from the first user; 

(22) receiving input of a business identifier o f the [[a]] second user to be paid with the combined 
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cyber check after combination, from tine first user; 

(23) issuing the [[aj] combined cyber check marked with a sum of money of cyber checks to be 
combined, the business identifier of the second user to be paid, and the [[a]] newly assigned check 
number; and 

(24) receiving a request from the first user for payment to be performed using the combined cyber 
check issued in (23). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4, 1 7 and 1 8 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

6. The closest prior art of record is U.S Patent No. 6963843to Yuichi Takatsu et al. discloses a 
system and method to provide an electronic commerce system in which electronic representations to be 
circulated represent property values themselves and which keeps the anonymity of the generator of an 
electronic representation and old participants who dealt with the electronic notes at the time of generating 
and transferring the electronic representation. 

7. In regards to independent claim 17, the closest prior arts of record when taken either individually 
or in combination with other prior arts of record fails to teach or fairly suggest the steps of: 

(1 1 ) receiving input of a cyber check to be divided from the first user; 

(12) receiving input of a business identifier of a second user to be paid with a cyber check 
resulting from the division of the cyber check input in (1 1 ), and an amount of money of the cyber 
check resulting from the division; 

(13) issuing a cyber check resulting from the division of the cyber check input in (1 1 ) with a newly 
assigned check number, corresponding to the business identifier and divided money input in (12); 
and 

(14) receiving a request from the first user for payment to be performed using the divided cyber 
check issued in (13), 
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8. And the further step of: 

assigning to the combined cyber check a newly assigned check number corresponding to a check 
number of one of the plurality of cyber checks before combination. 

9. None of the sited prior arts or combination of them provide such limitation as disclosed above, 
even if such prior arts would be found to teach single steps of the above limitations, one would not be 
motivated to combine them to arrive at such limitation as it has been recited within the claim. 

1 0. Claims 11 , 1 3, 1 4, and 1 8 are dependent upon independent claim 1 7, thus they all have the 
limitations of independent claims 1 1 , 16, and 25. Therefore, they are allowable for that same reason 
stated above.
